But what we deprccau 
and detest is, the tactics so usual with 
the Opposition, oi making attacks with­ 
out making them in a place where they 
can be officially answered- 
If tfte Ad* 
miralty have wielded the naval energies 
of the country with a feeble and falle ring 
4lnd> let them receivc the censure they 
would deserve— If our Commanders 
on the American station have not eiflb* 
ed proper skill and activity in the dis­ 
tribution of the force placed under their 
command, let them be removed— If 
there be blame, let it be ascertained 
where it lies; but do not let us adopt that 
tone of whining lamentation, of affected 
sensibility and puerile grief, which some 
ofoUi cotemporaries do, as i f our naval 
superiority had received a filial and ir- 
rocoverabie wound. 
W hat and-where 
is the loss of national glory or naval re­ 
nown ? 
T hree of our fti^ates have 
been captured by—-What ? frigates ! 
l'hcy are called so by the Americans 
and by the Opposition, but they de­ 
serve to be called frigates just as much 
us a boy deserves to be called a man : 
they ure line of battle ships,etjual in size 
and in weight ol metal. 
T he Java 
mounted 28 ld-pounders, 16 32-pound 
carronades, and two logg 9 pounders, 
in all 46 guns ; whereas the Consti.u- 
tion carries 56 guns, and the difference 
he weight of metal in favour of the 
fer is still more considerable, being 
as 1520 to 1034— Yet against this vast

O ur naval glory thus remains not 
only untari.ished, but derives fresh 
lustre from this gallant but unoqual 
contest. 
Why then no blame oi course 
attaches to the officers and crews engag­ 
ed with these Americans. 
But the 
Admiralty have not ttationed a sufficient 
lorco early enough on the American 
station. 
If six. or seven times the a- 
mount of the whole American Navy be 
not sufficient, we know not what force 
can be deemed adequate. But the force 
has been badly disposed, and the A m eri­ 
can ports have not been well watched 
Any such assertion wc must di »believe, 
for the skill and talents of the Admiral 
selected for that station are indisputa­ 
ble. 
But how happens it that 
Uiese 
fligates do escape from the American 
ports and return in safety ( 
T he 
Chesapeake 
and the Delaware 
arc 
blockaded. 
But they do escape from 
Boston, and why is Boston not kept 111 
a state of blockade ? 
For one simple 
reason, that it cannot be blockaded in 
winter. 
Egress is open to them, and 
unfortunately they have been able to get 
back to Boston in safety. 
And this may 
happen, and the good fortune that has 
attended them may have happened too 
without misconduct on 
our part.— 
However, the subject is likely to be 
fully Investigated, and we a r e extrem e­ 
ly glad of it.
